Hale Pearsey, “I Come to Thee” and 
some special pipe

numbers 
by Chas. Ernest Parke. 
The class 
attended in a body. 


The minister said his text was fcKe 
words of the teacher to his favorite 
pupil. 
First of all, the speaker de­ 
clared, “you should take heed of 
your physical self. 
If 
men 
and 
women are going to be at their best 
they need to have strong bodies. We 
judge men by the 
houses they live 
in.” 


“What sane man,” 
the 
minister 
asked, “will tear down his house; 
take into his house 
an 
enemy he 
knows will destroy his home; will 
take into his bodily temple a poison 
or Jensons that destroy? 
Your suc­ 
cess in life will depend largely upon 
your body. 
A man can’t do much 
business in a small building. 
One 
of the first requisites of a success­ 
ful life is to be a first class animal. 
God has given us power to ward off 
disease but we can not hope to do it 
without a strong body.” 


“Take heed of thy mind,” he con­ 
tinued, 
“is just as important, as 
physical culture. 
It 
is 
something 
that 
is more 
important 
than the 
mere physical man. A man that is 
developed only physically may be 
nothing more than a brute. 
When I 
see a strong man that is developed 
only physically without 
any 
intel­ 
ectual culture, I am reminded of a 
beautiful house with no inhabitants 
or furniture. The standard for hogs 
and cattle is the pound; the stand­ 
ard for 
horses 
and mules 
is the 
land; but the standard for man is 
;he intellect. 
“This is commencement time. You 
are soon to receive your 
diplomas. 
Your education is only 
the begin­ 
ning of life. 
You will 
prize your 
diplomas 
not 
for 
their 
intrinsic 
worth but for what they represent in 
sacrifices, 
not only your own sac­ 
rifices, but those of your parents or 
guardians as the case may be. These 
diplomas will represent to you not a 
store of knowledge but 
that 
you 
lave «learned how to get knowledge. 
The educated man is not always the 
man with the largest store of know’- 
edge, but he who 
knows where 
to 
llnd it. 
Your success 
will depend 
not on what 
you 
have 
done 
in 
school, but what you will do in the 
’uture.”
